Lawmakers push for U.S. 
to aid hunt for rebel leader }

STUTTGART, Germany — It’s not exactly 
a call to arms, but it doesn’t sound that far off 
either. 

In a little-noticed piece of bipartisan leg- 
islation introduced this spring — the LRA 
Disarmament and Northern Uganda Recovery 
Act — a group of U.S. lawmakers is urging the 
Obama administration to form a strategy for 
taking out one of the most dangerous rebel lead- 
ers roaming the jungles of Africa: Joseph Kony, 
the leader of the Lord’s Resistance Army. 

“Kony’s removal is essential to peace in the 
region,” said Rep. Ed Royce, R-Calif., who was 
one of many Republican and Democratic poli-

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Iraq tightens security following

BAGHDAD — Iraqi authorities imposed vehicle 
bans Monday in two mostly Christian towns and in- 
creased security around churches in Baghdad after 
attacks targeting the Christian minority. 

A series of bombings in or near churches killed 
at least four people Sunday, including one that hap- 
pened as worshippers were leaving Mass in eastern 
Baghdad. 

Iraq’s Christians have often been targeted by Islam- 
ic extremists, and many have fled the country despite 
an overall drop in violence in the past two years. 


Fearing car bombs, authorities on Monday imposed 
vehicle bans in the towns of Tilkaif and Hamdaniyah. 
Both are predominantly Christian towns near the 
northern city of Mosul, where an Iraqi soldier was 
killed Monday when a bomb attached to his private 
vehicle exploded, police said. 

Daldar Zebari, deputy head of the Ninevah provin- 
cial council, which includes Mosul, said the Chris- 
tian-dominated areas of Mosul were a priority for the 
security services. But he added: “We will make our 
best efforts to keep security for the province and all 
its citizens of all ethnic and religious backgrounds 
without exception.”

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AFRICOM: Command’s mission under debate

The fate of the bill, which en- 
joys the support of such unlikely 
pairs as Sen. Russ Feingold, D- 
Wis., and Sen. Sam Brownback, 
R-Kan., remains unclear. 

But it does raise questions that 
go to the heart of the debate sur- 
rounding the new U.S. Africa 
Command and its mission on the 
continent. 

AFRICOM’s stated purpose 
is to help its partner countries, 
through various training mis- 
sions, develop the capacity to 
provide for their own security 
and protect their own borders. 
But should AFRICOM also be 
involved in the business of taking 
out rebel leaders? Particularly 
ones like Kony, who have been 
universally condemned for com- 
mitting horrific atrocities? 

Indeed, Kony’s LRA allegedly 
has abducted some 30,000 chil- 
dren over the years and been ac- 
cused of murdering and raping 
thousands. In 2005, the Interna- 
tional Criminal Court issued an 
arrest warrant for Kony accusing 
him of crimes against humanity. 

Since 1987, Kony has been lead- 
ing his army like a cult leader, 
telling his child soldiers to paint 
crosses on their chests for pro- 
tection from enemy fire. Former 
abductees have described him as 
a mystic, possessed by spirits and 
capable of foreseeing the future. 
Strangely, one of Kony’s sons was 
named after a U.S. president: 
George Bush. It’s unclear which 
Bush was the inspiration. 

Despite the overwhelming evi- 
dence against Kony, opinions are 
split over how deeply AFRICOM 
should get involved in such cases. 

On one side are some humani- 
tarian organizations that see the 
U.S. military as a resource that 
could be used for ending the 
chaos and terror Kony has un- 
leashed for two decades. 

But others fear such _ en- 
gagements would damage 
AFRICOM’s credibility as an or- 
ganization geared toward helping 
African countries solve their own 
problems. 

“They cannot be in this busi- 
ness. They basically have to be 
involved in the capacity building. 
Period,” said James Carafano, a 
scholar with the Heritage Foun-

dation and former army lieu- 
tenant colonel who was an early 
advocate for the formation of 
AFRICOM. “The whole notion of 
AFRICOM is to not get involved 
in these things. It would be like 
SOUTHCOM getting involved in 
the Honduran coup. They’re not 
going to touch that.” 

Yet AFRICOM, though only 
in its infancy, has already been 
called upon to provide support 
for operations against Kony and 
his LRA. 

In late 2008, regional govern- 
ments asked the U.S. to provide 
nonoperational assistance for a 
mission dubbed Lightning Thun- 
der. The Ugandan military led 
the operation, which included ele- 
ments from southern Sudan and 
the Democratic Republic of the 
Congo. It was an unusual demon- 
stration of cooperation between 
those countries in the hunt for 
Kony. 

And it went badly wrong. 

AFRICOM, which had no com- 
mand and control authority over 
the mission, was tasked by the 
National Security Council to pro- 
vide the Ugandans with logistical 
and advisory support. The com- 
mand’s involvement was limited 
to providing some maps, satellite 
phones, GPS receivers and about 
$1 million in fuel for vehicles. 

A team of advisers also was 
dispatched to the region and pro- 
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vided feedback on the Ugandan 
plan. 

The operation, however, failed 
to capture Kony and many of his 
fighters fled their camps. 

In their flight from the Ugan- 
dans, the LRA fighters killed 
hundreds of civilians — a sig- 
nature LRA response when it is 
assaulted, according to humani- 
tarian rights groups that track 
the LRA’s movements. 

Critics of the operation argue 
that the mission failed to ade- 
quately plan for securing the sur- 
rounding civilian population. 

Despite its limited involvement, 
as news spread of the civilian 
slaughters, AFRICOM took heat. 

“We were very critical of Op- 
eration Lightning Thunder,” said 
Michael Poffenberger, executive 
director of Resolve Uganda, an 
advocacy group. “We had hoped 
any involvement of U.S. AFRI- 
COM would have led to a more 
effective operation and led to the 
capture of top commanders.” 

Poffenberger said he sees an 
opportunity for AFRICOM to get 
more involved in the hunt. 

“But I think it has to be done 
right and with internal partners 
and the backing of region,” he 
said. 

Julia Spiegel, Uganda-based 
expert on the LRA for the Enough 
Project — an organization that 
seeks to bring awareness to cases 


of crimes against humanity and 
prevent genocide in Africa — says 
Kony’s tactics of targeting civil- 
ians are well known. Any plan- 
ning must take that into account. 

“T think this is an opportunity 
to take stock of what happened 
and move forward in a more 
productive fashion,’ Spiegel 
said. “It makes sense for AF- 
RICOM to engage in a greater 
way. A little would go a long way, 
from planning and resourcing to 
execution.” 

Feingold, a co-sponsor of the 
Senate bill, made similar com- 
ments on the Senate floor when 
the legislation was introduced 
earlier this year, saying the U.S. 
has a responsibility to help bring 
the rebel war to its end. 

“I believe supporting viable 
and legitimate efforts to disarm 
and demobilize the LRA is ex- 
actly the kind of thing in which 
AFRICOM should be engaged,” 
Feingold said. 

At AFRICOM headquarters 
in Stuttgart, officials declined 
to comment on the LRA Disar- 
mament and Northern Uganda 
Recovery Act, saying it would 
be inappropriate to weigh in on 
pending legislation. 

Earlier this month, Feingold 
elaborated on what he hopes the 
legislation will accomplish and 
described its limitations. In an 
op-ed article published at Huff- 
ingtonpost.com, the senator said 
that the bill does not sanction any 
specific military operation. 

“Instead, it seeks to push a com- 
prehensive approach in which 
military activity would be one 
component within a larger frame- 
work,” Feingold wrote. “Such an 
approach, though, should also in- 
clude humanitarian components 
and support for credible diplo- 
matic efforts to press for a viable 
political solution.” 

But critics worry that the bill 
would damage the military’s 
youngest command if it becomes 
law. 

“Sometimes I wonder if these 
people want to kill the com- 
mand,” Carafano said of the bill’s 
supporters. “I’m horrified any- 
time we get into legislating oper- 
ational activities. That gets very 
dangerous.”

$44 000 per hour to fly 


Maintenance-plagued fighter jet more expensive 
than warplanes it replaces, test results show

WASHINGTON — The United States’ premier 
fighter jet, the Lockheed Martin F-22, has recently 
required more than 30 hours of maintenance for 
every hour in the skies, pushing its hourly cost of 
flying to more than $44,000, a far higher figure than 
for the warplane it replaces, confidential Pentagon 
test results show. 

The aircraft’s radar-absorbing metallic skin is 
the principal cause of its maintenance troubles, with 
unexpected shortcomings — such as vulnerability 
to rain and other abrasion — challenging Air Force 
and contractor technicians since the mid-1990s, ac- 
cording to Pentagon officials, internal documents 
and a former engineer. 

While most aircraft fleets become easier and less 
costly to repair as they mature, key maintenance 
trends for the F-22 have been negative in recent 
years. On average from October last year to this 
May, just 55 percent of the deployed F-22 fleet has 
been available to fulfill missions guarding U.S. air- 
space, the Defense Department acknowledged this 
week. The F-22 has never been flown over Iraq or 
Afghanistan. 

Meanwhile, The Associated Press reported Mon- 


day that Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., wants to remove 
the $1.75 billion recently inserted into the proposed 
2010 defense budget for more of the jets. 

The Arizona Republican’s spokeswoman said he 
plans to file an amendment to cut the extra money 
for seven more F-22s. The Senate Armed Services 
Committee last month narrowly approved the ad- 
ditional funding requested by Georgia Republican 
Saxby Chambliss. 

McCain and Michigan Democrat Carl Levin, the 
committee’s chairman, voted against the addition- 
al finds. The full Senate may vote on the defense 
spending bill this week. 

The extra money would extend production of the 
F-22 beyond the 187 aircraft that Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates says are needed. The White House has 
threatened to veto a defense bill that includes money 
for more of the radar-evading jets. 

Sensitive information about troubles with the 
nation’s premier air-defense fighter and McCain’s 
announcement come in the midst of a fight between 
the Obama administration and the Democrat-con- 
trolled Congress over whether the program should 
be halted next year at 187 planes, far short of what 
the Air Force and the F-22’s contractors around the 
country had anticipated. 


Marine changes plea, 
says he was tricked 


NAHA, Okinawa — Claiming 
he was tricked into pleading guilty 
to attempting to steal money from 
an Okinawa City drug store, a 30- 
year-old Marine changed his plea 
during a hearing in Naha District 
Court on Monday. 

He is also claiming he was 
suffering from _ post-traumatic 
stress disorder at the time of the 
incident. 

Cpl. Anthony Francis Massimi- 
no told the judge that the pros- 
ecutor in the case promised to 
recommend bail and a suspended 
sentence if he admitted he tried to 
rob the store April 20 by pretend- 
ing he had a gun in his pocket. 

He was also charged with tres- 


passing because the prosecutor 
alleged Massimino did not intend 
to buy anything in the store. 


Lung Association in 
favor of tobacco ban 


The American Lung Associa- 
tion came out Friday in support 
of a June study that pressed 
for a ban on tobacco in the U.S. 
military. 

The Department of Defense 
should quickly ban tobacco use 
among new officers and enlisted 
servicemembers, stop the sale of 
tobacco at exchanges and com- 
missaries, and require military 
installations to be smoke-free, 
the association said in a released 
statement. 

The changes could save “count- 


less lives” and decisively end the 
“terrible scourge” among young 
servicemembers, the association 
said. 

A committee with the nonprofit 
Institute of Medicine advised the 
DOD and Department of Veterans 
Affairs to eliminate tobacco use 
and outlined a 20-year strategy in 
a report released last month. 


Camp Foster Gate 2 to

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Vietnam vet admits he 
lied about rank, medals

HOUSTON — A Vietnam vet- 
eran from Houston has admitted 
that he lied about his rank and 
numerous honors after questions 
arose when he told his story to a 
TV station on the Fourth of July. 

Charles Bass told the same 
story he’d been recounting for 
years, pointing to scars while 
spinning a tale of surviving a 
deadly snakebite in Vietnam. 

His claim that he was a ser- 
geant major with several service 
medals unraveled when a local 
Vietnam veteran who saw the TV 
report couldn’t find Bass’ name 
on a Web site that lists honorees. 

Five days after the report, Bass 
apologized. He said he bought 
ribbons and medals in military 


surplus stores. 

“Tt’s a hell of a load off my shoul- 
ders,” the 66-year-old Bass said. 

“It’s pressure off me. Things 
that needed to be said for a lotta, 
lotta years.” 

The Houston Chronicle report- 
ed that discharge papers say Bass 
was an Army private with no dis- 
tinguished service medals. Army 
officials say it will take at least a 
week to verify Bass’ service. 

The TV report showed a display 
case full of his medals at the Buf- 
falo Soldiers National Museum on 
Southmore Boulevard. 

It also showed a placard that 
said Bass had earned the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, Silver 
Star, Bronze Star and Purple 
Hearts for bravery and gallantry.

Japan gives $336M toward 
base realignment projects

The U.S. and Japan took a 
major step Saturday in moving 
some 8,000 Marines and their 
families from Okinawa to Guam 
when officials exchanged notes 
allowing for the transfer of $336 
million from Japan for construc- 
tion projects for this fiscal year. 

“This is a significant step for- 
ward towards implementation of 
the realignment package,” the 
U.S. State Department announced 
in a news release. The move of 
the major Marine commands on 
Okinawa is scheduled to be com- 
pleted in 2014. Japan has prom- 
ised to pay a total of $6.09 bil- 
lion for the estimated total cost of 
$10.27 billion. 

Japan will pay $2.8 billion in 
cash and the rest in third-party 


loans and investments, according 
to an agreement signed by the two 
countries in February. The $6.09 
billion does not include the cost 
of building a new air facility on 
Camp Schwab to replace Marine 
Corps Air Station Futenma. 

The $336 million from Japan 
this fiscal year will go toward the 
following projects: 

@ $124.8 million for infrastruc- 
ture projects in the Finegayan 
area. 

@ $27 million for on-base proj- 
ects in the north area of Andersen 
Air Force Base. 

m@ $169.1 million for on-base 
infrastructure in the Apra area. 

@ $15.1 million for the design 
of fire station and bachelor enlist- 
ed quarters in Finegayan and port 
operations and a medical clinic 
in Apra.

ith cigarette-stained 
fingers, he reaches into 
the right back pocket 


of his jeans and fishes out a worn 
black leather wallet. Inside are a 
North Carolina driver’s license 
and some creased greenbacks. 

The wallet in his other pocket is 
identical, but the ID card is recog- 
nized nowhere in the world. The 
work permit is for a job he doesn’t 
hold. The wad of cash is bright 
yellow and utterly worthless. 

His name? That depends. Such 
is life in Pineland, a country — 
well, a “country,” really — where 
who you are depends on which 
wallet you choose. 

Pineland is a contradiction that 
exists for the best of causes. It is a 
real place that does not exist, or, 
perhaps, a fake place that does. 
It is a military training ground 
etched onto the landscape itself 
— a community that helps real 
soldiers stay alive in real wars. 

That is what Pineland means. 
This is what Pineland is: 

™@ a fictional country created 
five decades ago, made up of 16 
counties in central North Carolina 
and populated by Americans who, 
eight times a year, spend a chunk 
of their lives participating in a 
sprawling role-playing exercise. 

m™@ the setting for Robin Sage, 
the Special Forces final exam. 
Students from nearby Fort Bragg 
parachute and helicopter into 
Pineland at the end of almost a 
year of training, organize a guer- 
rilla force and overthrow an op- 
pressive regime on the eve of an 
American invasion. 

Man exercise that borrows 
from actual American missions in 
Iraq, Afghanistan and Colombia. 

Bob Snyder — or the guy in his 
other wallet, known as “Pineland 
Bob” — is one of many who popu- 
late this “place” in exchange for 
nothing more than the reimburse- 
ment of fuel expenses. 

“Maybe,” he says, “something I 
will do will save somebody’s life.”

down a dirt track, past a white 
farmhouse and down a small hill 
toward a thicket of trees. 

A Special Forces _ student, 
dressed in green pants and a black 
fleece jacket, meets him. Both men 
pull their ball caps down against 
the cold as the student lays out a 
map of Ramseur on the hood of 
the truck. The team has to destroy 
an anti-aircraft missile — made 
by Bob out of PVC pipe, wood and 
gray spray paint — that threatens 
the coming U.S. “invasion.” 

Pineland Bob is the first person 
the students see when they arrive. 

He starts by slipping the team 
his business card. 

“Bob’s Transportation Service: 
Troops moved, roadblocks avoid- 
ed, packages handed off.” 

He shows them the police sta- 
tion, the local diner, the storeroom 
at the Quick Check food mart 
where they can hide. 

The manager of Sherry’s Diner 
is the team’s CIA contact, provid- 
ing the team with information, 
money and eventually a mission. 
Bob also shows the team the hospi- 
tal, where they meet Meiki Rose, a 
doctor who can treat guerrillas. 

It is a place where the students 
learn how to work with people 
from different cultures in a vola- 
tile situation. 

“If we do run into a checkpoint, 
do you have a plan for that?” the 


student asks. 

Under his seat, Pineland Bob 
keeps a plastic bag full of sugar, 
which doubles as drugs, but it or 
money isn’t enough to get them out 
of trouble. 

“Tf I get pulled at a checkpoint, 
I am going to rap on the truck,” 
Pineland Bob says. “You are just 
going to have to take them out.” 


Creating a country 


The entire alternate universe of 
Pineland sprang from one man’s 
vision. 

A generation ago, a Green Beret 
named Ed Brodey created Pine- 
land using a set of 1964 encyclope- 
dias as his guide. 
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If Pineland is a world unto itself, 
Brodey is its creator. He has writ- 
ten thousands of pages and built 
an entire society in miniature, and 
he’s still doing it today. 

The world he conceived is now 
part of the actual, physical land- 
scape — Ramseur, that is. 

From the outside, Ramseur 
resembles a small town going 
about its business. But it’s like 
one of those old, black-and-white 
episodes of “The Twilight Zone”: 
Behind the scenes, everyone is 
playing a role. 

Like any country torn asunder 
by war, Pineland has bad guys, 
too. Here, Jose Cuervo, the local 
strongman, has a reputation for 
torturing Pineland guerrillas. 

Cast against type, Cuervo is 
played by Dale Needham, a soft- 
spoken volunteer firefighter. On 
the night of the team’s final mis- 
sion — the night the Special Forces 
students get to rub Cuervo out 
— Needham is late. He is putting 
out a house fire. A real one. 

His men mill around his farm 
near Ramseur holding real AK- 
47 rifles that fire blanks, waiting. 
When Needham gets back, he puts 
on Cuervo’s uniform and climbs 
into a van with the others, ready 
for confrontation. 


Downing the bad guy 


The crack of gunfire echoes 
through the house. The assault 
team storms into the rooms on the 
first floor. ““Where is Cuervo? You 
see him?” 

They find the staircase. Cu- 
ervo is ready. One head peeks up.

Boom! Fire from the blanks illu- 
minates the attic as Cuervo fires a 
burst from his rifle. 

“Get some guys up here! There 
is somebody up there! We’ve got 
people up there!” 

The soldiers crash up the stairs, 
guns spitting fire from their muz- 
zles. Cuervo and his bodyguard 
hold out for a few seconds before 
falling face down to the floor. A 
Special Forces student and two 
guerrillas quickly search Cuervo 
and his bodyguard. The guerrilla 
shoots Cuervo again with a pistol 
before leaving. 

The dead man opens one eye to 
make sure all’s clear. He gets up 
on his elbows. 

Suddenly, Jose Cuervo is Dale 
Needham again. 


A quick learning curve 


Cuervo’s failures serve a higher 
purpose — a full-speed practice 
before the teams go overseas and 
face real bad guys. But more than 
the shooting and fighting, just get- 
ting the Pinelanders organized, 
trained and prepared enough to 
take on the mission means that the 
team is learning what the Special 
Forces do. 

Special Forces were created not 
to destroy things but to sneak be- 
hind enemy lines and turn regular 
joes — the Bob Snyders of many 
other lands and cultures — into a 
functioning army. 

That’s no small feat when you 
factor in new languages and un- 
familiar customs. But it happens 
every day in Afghanistan, Iraq 
and around the world. That learn- 
ing curve starts the first day when 
Pineland Bob picks them up and 
introduces them to Pineland. 

Capt. T.I. Willis, a member of 
the Special Forces, went through 
Robin Sage twice — once as a 
sergeant, again after accepting a 
commission. Even on his second 
stint, he found himself swept up 
by Pineland and the folks who 
make it come alive. 

“The scenarios become very 
real. Decades and decades of 
real-world experience,” he says. 
“Many folks come back and say, 
“You know when we had that sce- 
nario? That exact thing happened 
to me in Afghanistan.”

KARBALA, Iraq — Improved security means 
the U.S. may bring in experts from other Middle

He was echoing a plea from Iraqi manager Diaa 
Aftan Al-Mafraji, whose family has owned the Al 
Elaf factory in Karbala since 1989. 

Shutler visited the plant on Thursday with anoth- 
er PRT member and an escort of soldiers from Bat- 
tery B, 1st Battalion, 77th Field Artillery Regiment, 
172nd Infantry Brigade. 

The Al Elaf factory employs 125 people making 
thousands of “Thermastones” — blocks of sand and 
lime widely used in Iraqi construction. 

PRT members listened to Al-Mafraji’s concerns 
on the factory floor while soldiers stood watch in 
a hangerlike building filled with lime dust that 
burned their nostrils. 

Poorly trained workers were the first problem 
brought up by Al-Mafraji. 

“These people are not qualified,” he said in halt- 
ing English, gesturing to a group of blue overall- 
clad workers shoveling lime powder nearby. 

“T bought them safety shoes but they refuse to 
wear them,” Al-Mafraji complained. “I bought milk, 
which they should drink to protect their lungs from 
the dust, but they took it home to sell,” he said. 

Labor problems have increased raw material 
costs since the brickworks must buy its lime from 
the government-owned factory next door. Employ- 


“We need to train these people and make them 
qualified to hold some of these positions,” Al-Ma- 
fraji said, adding that the problem extends from the 
top floor up to management. 

“T’ll be the first to admit that I need training as a 
manager,” he added. 

Shutler said the PRT can look at bringing people 
to Irag from nearby countries, such as Dubai, to pro- 
vide safety and technical train- 
ing to workers in Karbala. 
= The advantage of bringing in 

| experts from other parts of the 
Middle East, rather than the 
| United States, included cost, 
safety and the ability of people 
from nearby countries to speak 
the local language, he said. 

The PRT is helping set up a 
small business development 
center in town that could offer 
those sorts of courses, not just 
to the brick factory workers, 
but to workers from three other 
factories in the same industrial park, he said. 

Al-Mafraji recited a litany of other problems in- 
cluding red tape that Iraq’s new government has 
rolled over from Saddam’s era. 

The factory has not received any government fuel 
this year due to paperwork problems and it is buy- 
ing it on the black market to stay 
in business, he said. 

The bureaucracy means Iraqi 
products can’t compete with im- 
ported goods, made in countries 
with cheaper labor, he said. 

The difficulty getting credit 
from Iraqi banks is another im- 
pediment. Banks charge 17 per- 
cent interest on business loans 
although that is supposed to fall 
to 14 percent, he said. 

Despite the challenges, the Al 
Elaf factory produces 100,000 
tons of “Thermastone” each day 
— the same amount it made ina 
year during Saddam’s time. 

Iraqis come to the factory from 
as far away as Mosul and Najaf to 
buy the bricks, which they trans- 
port themselves to save costs, Al- 
Mafraji said. 

The factory manager outlined 
numerous plans for stimulating 
commerce in Karbala, includ- 
ing building an oil refinery and 
power plant to take advantage 
of a planned oil pipeline through 
the area, generating electricity 
using the city’s garbage, and recycling sewage to 
grow plants in a green belt around Karbala. 

“These projects would stabilize our province by 
providing some of these teenagers a chance for em- 
ployment,” he said.

Violence is sharply down in the war that 
began with the U.S.-led invasion in 2003, 
but militants still carry out lethal attacks.

Al-Moussawi said the plan to secure the 
event is “100 percent an Iraqi one.” 

He lamented the church bombings, but 
blamed security at one church, saying that 
a man pretending that his car had broken 
down asked people at the church if he could 
park his vehicle near the church. 

“A few minutes after his departure, it 
went off,” al-Moussawi said. 


Also on Sunday, a bomb exploded near 
a convoy of American personnel that in- 
cluded U.S. Ambassador Christopher Hill, 
though no one was injured.

WASHINGTON — President Barack 
Obama has ordered his national security 
team to investigate reports that U.S. allies 
were responsible for the deaths of as many 
as 2,000 Taliban prisoners of war during the 
opening days of the war in Afghanistan. 

Obama told CNN in an interview that 
aired Sunday that he doesn’t know what 
how the U.S.-allied Northern Alliance 
behaved in November 2001, but he wants 
a full accounting before deciding how to 
move forward. 

“T think that, you know, there are re- 
sponsibilities that all nations have even in 
war,” Obama said during an interview at 
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the end of a six-day trip to Russia, Italy and 
Ghana. 

“And if it appears that our conduct in 
some way supported violations of the laws 
of war, then I think that, you know, we have 
to know about that.” 

The president’s comments seem to re- 
verse officials’ statements from Friday, 
when they said they had no grounds to in- 
vestigate the 2001 deaths of Taliban prison- 
ers of war who human rights groups allege 
were killed by U.S.-backed forces. 

Reacting to the interview, Physicians for 
Human Rights hailed Obama’s decision. 

But Obama’s direction does not guaran- 
tee action. 

“We’ll probably make a decision in terms 


of how to approach it once we have all the 
facts gathered up,” Obama said. 

The mass deaths were brought up anew 
Friday in a report by The New York Times. 
It quoted government and human rights 
officials accusing the Bush administra- 
tion of failing to investigate the executions 
of hundreds, and perhaps thousands, of 
prisoners. 

U.S. officials said Friday they did not 
have legal grounds to investigate the deaths 
because only foreigners were involved and 
the alleged killings occurred in a foreign 
country. 

The Times pointed to U.S. military and 
CIA ties to Afghan Gen. Abdul Rashid Dos- 
tum, accused by human rights groups of 
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Obama orders probe of Afghan mass graves 


ordering the killings. The newspaper said 
the Defense Department and FBI never 
fully investigated the incident. 

The allegations date back to November 
2001, when as many as 2,000 Taliban pris- 
oners died in transit after surrendering 
during one of the regime’s last stands, ac- 
cording to a State Department report from 
2002. 

Witnesses have claimed that forces with 
the U.S.-allied Northern Alliance placed 
the prisoners in sealed cargo containers 
over the two-day voyage to Sheberghan 
Prison, suffocating them and then burying 
them en masse, using bulldozers to move 
the bodies, according to the State Depart- 
ment report.

U.S. Marine death toll 
corrected to two dead

KABUL — A bomb blast killed 
two U.S. Marines in Afghani- 
stan’s dangerous south, where 
thousands of American troops 
have deployed in a massive op- 
eration to oust Taliban fighters 
from the country’s opium poppy 
region, officials said. 

The two Marines were killed 
Saturday in Helmand. Military 
officials did not release any other 
details nor give a specific loca- 
tion. The military initially re- 
ported four Marines had died but 
later corrected the figure, say- 
ing the deaths were mistakenly 
double-counted. 

Separately, a third U.S. service- 
member was killed Sunday in an 
insurgent attack in eastern Af- 
ghanistan, the U.S. military said. 
The incident, which occurred 
in the town of Bargh-e-Matal in 
Nuristan province also wounded 
some other troops, said Lt. Cmdr. 
Christine Sidenstricker. She did 
not have an exact number of 
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wounded. 

Some 4,000 Marines moved into 
Helmand province this month, 
the largest Marine operation in 
Afghanistan since the 2001 inva- 
sion. They have met little head-on 
resistance but remain vulnerable 
to guerrilla tactics like suicide 
and roadside bombs. 

“These terrorist attacks are 
hard to prevent, can be carried 
out by a few individuals, and 
do not require a military force 
capable of confronting the Ma- 
rines,” said Arturo Munoz, an 
expert on the tribal environment 
in Helmand province with the 
Washington-based RAND Corp. 

“TI would expect the Taliban 
to avoid pitched battles with the 
Marines in order to avoid a large 
number of casualties,’ he said.

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Police kill 2 Uighur men

URUMQI, China — Police shot 
dead two Uighur men and wound- 
ed a third Monday on the streets 
of Urumqi, where tens of thou- 
sands of troops are stationed to 
restore calm a week after deadly 
ethnic riots raged in the western 
Chinese city. 

Police said the three men at- 
tacked them when they tried to pull 
them off a fourth Uighur, whom 
they had attacked with knives 
and rods. A government official in 
Urumdi who described the attack 
would give only his surname, Fan. 

Beijing has poured troops into 
Xinjiang over the past few days, 
imposing tight control on Urumqi 
and surrounding areas to impose 
order after ethnic violence that left 
more than 180 people dead and 
1,680 wounded last week. Though 
many members of the Uighur mi- 
nority have accused security forc- 
es of using heavy-handed tactics 
in the wake of the riots, Monday’s 
shooting was the first time officials 
have said police opened fire. 

“The police fired into the air as 
a warning, but that did not stop 
the attack. The police then shot 
them according to law,” Fan said. 
He said the wounded man was 
taken to a hospital. His condition 
was not known.

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Nazi suspect faces 27,900 
accessory-to-murder counts

MUNICH — Retired auto work- 
er John Demjanjuk was formally 
charged Monday with 27,900 
counts of acting as an accessory 
to murder — one for every person 
who died at Sobibor during the 
time he is accused of serving as a 
guard at the Nazi death camp. 

The charges by prosecutors at 
a Munich state court are one of 
the final steps before an expected 
autumn trial for the 89-year-old, 
who has been fighting a variety of 
Nazi-era charges since 1977. 

Demjanjuk and his family have 
argued that he is in poor health, 
but German doctors cleared the 
way for formal charges this month 
when they declared that Demjan- 
juk was fit to stand trial so long as 
court hearings do not exceed two 
90-minute sessions per day. 

Court spokeswoman Margarete 
Noetzel said a trial is unlikely to 
start until the autumn. 

The defendant’s son, John 
Demjanjuk Jr., described the 
charges as “a farce” in an e-mail 
to The Associated Press, writ- 
ing that, “as long as my father 
remains alive, we will defend his 
innocence as he has never hurt 
anyone anywhere.” Demjanjuk’s 
lawyer, Guenther Maull, said he 
had no immediate comment.

Report: N. Korea's 
Kim fas cancer

SEOUL — North Korea’s au- 
thoritarian leader Kim Jong II is 
suffering from pancreatic cancer 
and is not expected to live more 
than five years, a news report said 
Monday, the latest speculation to 
emerge about his health after he 
reportedly suffered a stroke last 
year. 

Analysts, however, were skep- 
tical, saying Kim’s increasing 
appearances in public this year 
suggest that he is unlikely to be 
suffering from cancer. 

South Korea’s YTN television 
reported that the 67-year-old 
strongman was diagnosed with 
pancreatic cancer around the 
time he collapsed due to a stroke 
— in August last year. 

YTN quoted unidentified intel- 
ligence officials in South Korea 
and China as saying the disease is 
“threatening” Kim’s life. Details 
were few, however, and the report 
offered no information on why the 
sources think Kim has cancer. 

The report said that pancreatic 
cancer is usually only discovered 
in its final stage, and considering 
Kim’s age, he would not live more 


than five years. 

The American Cancer Society 
lists rather less optimistic data; 
it says about 20 percent of people 
live at least one year after they 
discover they have pancreatic 
cancer but that fewer than 5 per- 
cent survive as long as five years. 

South Korean government offi- 
cials said they could not confirm 
the report or had no information 
on it. North Korea’s closed nature 
and its state-controlled media 
make it all but impossible to veri- 
fy reports about Kim’s health. 

Kim’s physical condition has 
been the focus of intense media 
speculation due to concerns about 
a possible political power strug- 
gle in the North if he were to die 
without naming a successor. 

Kim assumed power after his 
father died in 1994 of heart fail- 
ure at age 82. It has been widely 
reported that his third and young- 
est son, Kim Jong Un, is being 
groomed as the heir. 

Monday’s report was the lat- 
est media speculation on Kim’s 
health after he made a rare tele- 
vised appearance last week. 

Footage showed Kim looking 
markedly thinner and with less 
hair. 


Cranes fall after New Delhi fatalities

NEW DELHI — Three cranes 
crashed Monday while trying to 
lift a steel girder that fell at a New 
Delhi metro rail construction site, 
a new setback for the landmark 
project a day after another acci- 
dent killed six people there.

The sudden shift of extra load 
caused the booms of two cranes 
to snap while the third crane 
toppled over, Dayal said. “It was 
a very tricky, very difficult and 
dangerous operation because 
the space was limited,” he told 
reporters. 

Live television coverage showed 
two of the booms shearing off the 
multiwheeled trucks. 
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Japan's ruling party could lose power

Japan lifts ban on 
child organ donations 


TOKYO — Japan lifted a 
ban Monday on organ dona- 
tions from children, reversing 
a restriction that created such a 
dearth of organs in the country 
that young patients were forced 


to seek transplants abroad. 

The law will allow children, 
defined as those younger than 
15, who are brain dead to donate 
their organs — a sea change 
in this country, where organ 
donating is sensitive because 
of Buddhist beliefs consider 
the body sacred and reject its 


ment. The upper house is already controlled by the 
opposition bloc. 

The Liberal Democrats, which have governed 
Japan for the past 50 years, except a brief period 
in 1993, have been struggling to maintain their grip 
on power.

‘Experiences help me listen’ but 
law dictates, high court pick says

WASHINGTON — Her confirmation 
all but assured, Sonia Sotomayor pledged 
Monday to serve the “larger interest of 
impartial justice” rather than any narrow 
cause if she becomes the first Hispanic on 
the Supreme Court. 

“My personal and professional experi- 
ences help me listen and understand, with 
the law always commanding the result in 
every case,” Sotomayor told senators at a 
nationally televised confirmation hearing. 

The remarks about judicial philoso- 
phy were her first since President Barack 
Obama nominated the South Bronx-born 
and Ivy League-educated veteran of 17 
years on the federal bench. They appeared 
aimed at Republicans who have questioned 
her commitment to impartiality in light of 
a 2001 remark that experience as a “wise 
Latina” might give her an advantage over 
white males. 

The 55-year-old appeals court judge 
spoke after several hours of speechmaking 
in which Democrats on the Senate Judicia- 
ry Committee praised her as a Hispanic pi- 
oneer well qualified for the high court and 
Republicans questioned her impartiality as 
well as Obama’s views in nominating her. 

Despite GOP misgivings, Sen. Lindsey 
Graham, R-S.C., told Sotomayor, “Unless 
you have a complete meltdown, you’re 


going to get confirmed.” 

“And I don’t think you will” have a melt- 
down, he added quickly as Sotomayor sat 
listening, her face in a half-smile. 

In her remarks, Sotomayor said, “The 
progression of my life has been uniquely 
American,” that of a child of Puerto Rican 
parents who moved to New York during 
World War II. 

“TI want to make one special note of 
thanks to my mom,” she said. “I am here 
today because of her aspirations and sacri- 
fices for my brother Juan and me.” 

“Mom, I love that we are sharing this to- 
gether,” said Sotomayor, whose father died 
when she was 9. She turned as she spoke, 
whispering a thank-you to her mother, 
seated one row behind her in the packed 
hearing room. 

Sotomayor is scheduled to return Tues- 
day to begin questioning from committee 
members. 

The role of racial politics in the day’s 
proceedings became clear within minutes 
after Sen. Patrick Leahy, the committee 
chairman, rapped the opening gavel. 

“She’s been a judge for all Americans. 
She’ll be a justice for all Americans,” said 
the Vermont Democrat, who likened So- 
tomayor to other judicial pioneers, citing 
Thurgood Marshall, the first black justice, 
as well as Louis Brandeis, the first Jew, and 
Sandra Day O’Connor, the first woman. 

Sen. Jeff Sessions of Alabama, the se- 
nior Republican, vowed a “respectful tone”

Protesters disrupt events 


WASHINGTON —  Anti-abor- 
tion protesters twice disrupted the 
opening of Sonia Sotomayor’s Su- 
preme Court nomination hearing on 
Monday. 

The first outburst came during 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein’s opening 
statement. A man in the back of 
the room interrupted her remarks 
by shouting: “Senator. What about 
the unborn!” He called abortion 
“genocide. 

Security quickly took him out. 

The episode prompted a warning 
by committee chairman Sen. Patrick 
Leahy that no displays for or against 
the nominee would be tolerated from 
observers. But it happened again in 
early afternoon, when another man 
at the rear shouted “Abortion is 
murder. Defend life,” interrupting 
a statement by Sen.

WASHINGTON 
team of very smart 
teenagers has set

To many U.S. politicians, 
educators and business lead- 
ers, Singapore’s_ students 
have become a symbol of the 
fierce competition the nation 
faces from high achievers in 
Asia. But these four students 
call themselves “internation- 
al collaborators” and friends. 

Even as globalization has 
fed worries about whether 
U.S. students can keep up 
with the rest of the world, 
it also has spawned classroom connections 
across oceans. Teachers, driven by a desire to 
help students navigate a world made smaller 
by e-mail, wikis and teleconferences, say les- 
sons once pulled mainly from textbooks can 
come to life through real-world interactions. 

“When we talk on Facebook,” Joanne 
Guidry, 17, one of the researchers at the 
Academy of Science in suburban Loudoun 
County, Va., said of her Singaporean peers, 
“you can’t tell they are halfway around the 
world.” 

Ballou High School students in Washing- 
ton made a dance video to go-go music and 
an Israeli school sent back a folk dance video. 
A New York class talked to French students 
about Barack Obama’s visit to France. Stu- 
dents in suburban Montgomery County, Md., 
and Romania last fall shared ideas on whether 


cyberbullies should be punished. 

Harford County students — including many 
who had never visited nearby Baltimore — de- 
bated the merits of chocolate milk with peers 
in Uzbekistan and Morocco. (Chocolate milk, 
the students report, is popular in all three 
countries.) 

Teachers see such exchanges not only as 
an exciting way to teach geography, history, 
language and science but also as a vehicle to 
forge connections that push children beyond 
cultural stereotypes. At Washington’s Mag- 
nolia Middle School, Tiffany Diemer said her 
students “saw that no matter what country the 
kids were posting from, they seemed just like 
them. That was their biggest revelation. That 
was their ‘Wow.’ ” 

There is no way to count exactly how many 
U.S. schools have connected with foreign 
schools.

Obama nominates surgeon general

WASHINGTON — President 


Barack Obama turned to the 
Deep South for the next surgeon 
general, choosing a rural Ala- 
bama family physician who made 
headlines with her determination 
to rebuild her nonprofit medical 
clinic after Hurricane Katrina. 

Dr. Regina Benjamin is known 
along Alabama’s impoverished 
Gulf Coast as a country doc- 
tor who makes house calls and 
doesn’t turn away patients who 
can’t pay — even as she’s had to 
find the money to rebuild a clinic 
repeatedly destroyed by hurri- 
canes and once even fire. 

“For all the tremendous ob- 
stacles that she has overcome, 
Regina Benjamin also represents 
what’s best about health care in 
America, doctors and nurses who 
give and care and sacrifice for 


the sake of their patients,” Obama 
said. 

Saying she “has seen in a very 
personal way what is broken about 
our health-care system,” Obama 
said Benjamin will bring impor- 
tant insight as his administration 
tries to revamp that system. 

Benjamin called the job “a phy- 
sician’s dream,” and pledged to be 
a voice for patients in need — and 
to fight the preventable diseases 
that claim too many lives each 
year, including in her family. 

Her father died with diabe- 
tes and high blood pressure, her 
brother of HIV and her mother of 
lung cancer “because as a young 
girl, she wanted to smoke just like 
her twin brother could” — an 
uncle now on oxygen as a result, 
she noted. 

“I cannot change my family’s 
past. I can be a voice in the move- 
ment to improve our nation’s 
health care and our nation’s 


health,” Benjamin said. “I want to 
be sure that no one falls through 
the cracks as we improve our 
health care system.” 

Benjamin, 51, has emerged as a 
national leader in the call to im- 
prove health disparities. She was 
the first black woman and the 
first doctor under 40 elected to the 
American Medical Association’s 
board of trustees, and in 2002 
became the first black woman to 
head a state medical society. 

AMA President Dr. James Ro- 
hack, who has known Benjamin 
for more than two decades said 
that with “her recognition that if 
you don’t have health insurance, 
you live sicker and you die young- 
er, she can bring the real-world 
perspective as surgeon general of 
the things as a nation we need to 
do to keep ourselves healthy.” 

Benjamin’s nomination for 
surgeon general requires Senate 
confirmation.

“Where there are 
egregious violations, 
you can’t just brush 
them under the rug,” 
said Sen.

he is doing now, is the right thing 
to do.” 

By confining any criminal in- 
vestigation to the narrow issue 
of CIA interrogators who oper- 
ated outside legal boundaries, 
and by ruling out the possibility 
of criminal charges for lawyers 


and policymakers, the Obama 
administration has given itself 
an argument for forestalling a 
probe likely to be far messier 
and more public than a tradi- 
tional investigation. 

On another front, key Demo- 
crats suggested the Bush White 
House might have violated laws 
by urging the CIA to keep secrets 
from congressional overseers. 

“This is a big problem, be- 
cause the law is very clear,” said 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif., 
and chairman of the Senate In- 
telligence Committee. 

CIA Director Leon Panetta 
informed Congress about the 
covert program last month. 
He said he had only recently 
learned of the nearly 8-year- 
old program, and he confirmed 
that past CIA directors kept it a 
secret at former Vice President 
Dick Cheney’s request. 

Feinstein has urged that an 
ongoing Senate intelligence in- 
quiry should be finished before 
a decision is made on the need 
for further investigation. 





Business ties probed in 
slaying of Florida couple

PENSACOLA, Fla. — Investi- 
gators are looking at business ties 
among other leads for a motive in 
the slaying of a wealthy Florida 
couple known for adopting chil- 
dren with developmental disabil- 
ities, authorities said Monday. 

Three men were jailed Sunday, 
two of them on murder charges, 
in the shooting deaths of Byrd 
and Melanie Billings at their 
sprawling home near Pensacola, 
Escambia County Sheriff David 
Morgan said. 

“It began as what we thought 
was a home invasion. At this point 
because of the complexity and 
the ties this family had through 
the business community, we’re 
moving many other directions. 
Could be money, could be a whole 
host of things,’ Morgan said on 
the NBC “Today” show. 

Day laborer Wayne Coldiron, 
41, turned himself in to Escambia 
County authorities and Leonard P. 
Gonzalez Jr., 35, was arrested in 
neighboring Santa Rosa County. 
Both were charged with murder 
and with home invasion, accord- 


ing to their arrest warrants. 

Authorities also jailed Gonza- 
lez’s father, Leonard P. Gonza- 
lez Sr., on a charge of evidence 
tampering. 

Police said the 56-year-old 
tried to paint over and hide dam- 
age on a red van that was spotted 
on surveillance video leaving the 
Billings home after the shootings 
Thursday. 

Eight of the couple’s children 
were asleep in the house when 
the shootings took place. 

Ashley Markham, an _ adult 
daughter of the Billings, said the 
adopted children are together 
with friends and family at an 
undisclosed location. The elder 
Gonzalez told investigators that 
he was the getaway driver and 
waited in the van while the others 
broke into the Billings’ house and 
burglarized it, according to war- 
rants released late Sunday. He 
also told police several other men 
were involved. 

The surveillance video shows 
three armed, masked suspects 
arrive in the van, enter the house 
and then return to the vehicle, the 
warrants said.

PHILADELPHIA — A private suburban swim club accused 
of racism after it canceled the memberships of dozens of minor- 
ity children said it will seek a meeting with the kids’ camps to 
work out an agreement for them to return. 

Amy Goldman, a member of The Valley Club, said those able 
to attend a meeting Sunday afternoon voted unanimously in sup- 


port of reinstating the memberships of the Creative Steps day 
camp and two other camps as long as safety issues, times and 
terms can be agreed upon. 

The Creative Steps camp had arranged for 65 mostly black 
and Hispanic children to swim each Monday afternoon at the 
gated Huntingdon Valley club.

ay Austrian fashion devotee Brtino has landed 

the No. 1 spot at the weekend box office, 
though it’s uncertain how much staying power he 
has. 

Sacha Baron Cohen’s “Brtino” started big on 
opening day Friday but had a huge drop the rest of 
the weekend, with the Universal Pictures mocku- 
mentary finishing with $30.4 million, according to 
studio estimates Sunday. 

The movie took in nearly half of its weekend 
total — $14.4 million — on Friday, then tumbled 
with just $8.8 million Saturday and an estimated 
$7.2 million Sunday. 

Revenues for hit movies typically go up on Sat- 
urday, so the nosedive for “Briino” could be a sign 
that it lacks the shelf life that made Baron Cohen’s 
“Borat” a $100 million smash. 

“Brutino,” which features British comic actor 
Baron Cohen as a wannabe going to extremes to 
achieve celebrity, finished ahead of 20th Century 
Fox’s “Ice Age: Dawn of the Dinosaurs,” which 
took second with $28.5 million. The “Ice Age” 
sequel raised its domestic total to $120.6 million. 

Finishing third after two weekends in the No. 1 
spot was Paramount’s sci-fi blockbuster “Trans- 
formers: Revenge of the Fallen” with $24.2 million, 
raising its domestic haul to $339.2 million. The 
sequel passed the $319 million total of 2007’s 
“Transformers.” 

The weekend’s other new wide release, the ro- 
mantic comedy “I Love You, Beth Cooper,” opened 
weakly with $5 million, finishing at No. 7. The 
movie centers on a high school valedictorian who 
uses his graduation speech to declare his love for a 
bombshell classmate (Hayden Panettiere).

Space fans can relive 1969 moon landing

BOSTON — Families crowded around 
black-and-white television sets in 1969 
to watch Neil Armstrong take man’s first 
steps on the moon. 

Now, they’ll be able to watch the Apollo 
11 mission recreated in real time on the 
Web, follow Twitter feeds of transmissions 
between Mission Control and the space- 
craft, and even get an e-mail alert when 
the lunar module touches down. Those fea- 
tures are part of a new Web site from the 
John F. Kennedy Presidential Library and 
Museum commemorating the moon mis- 
sion and Kennedy’s push to land Ameri- 
cans there first. 





“Putting a man on the moon really did 
unite the globe,” said Thomas Putnam, di- 
rector of the JFK Library. “We hope to use 
the Internet to do the same thing.” 

The Web site — WeChooseTheMoon. 
org — goes live at 8:02 a.m. Thursday, 90 
minutes before the 40th anniversary of the 
Apollo 11 launch from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla. It will track the capsule’s route from 
the Earth to the Moon, ending with the 
moon landing and Armstrong’s walk — in 
real time, but 40 years later. 

Internet visitors can see animated rec- 
reations of key events from the four-day 
mission, including when Apollo 11 first or- 
bits the moon and when the lunar module 
separates from the command module, as 
well as browse video clips and photos, and

hear the radio transmission between the 
astronauts and NASA flight controllers. 

The site also connects the mission back 
to Kennedy, who first set the goal to have 
a man on the moon by the end of the de- 
cade during a May 25, 1961, speech before 
Congress. 

The Web site’s name was taken from an- 
other speech Kennedy gave in 1962, when 
he said: “We choose to go to the moon in 
this decade and do the other things, not be- 
cause they are easy, but because they are 
hard, because that goal will serve to orga- 
nize and measure the best of our energies 
and skills, because that challenge is one 
that we are willing to accept, one we are 
unwilling to postpone and one which we 
intend to win.” 


Kennedy was assassinated six years be- 
fore Armstrong set foot on the moon, but 
the Web site also features photos showing 
the president’s deep interest in the space 
program, including ones of him watching 
Alan Shepard become the first American 
in space. 

While the main goal is to offer people a 
chance to again experience the excitement 
of the moon mission, Putnam said he also 
hopes it inspires people to tackle the issues 
facing the country today, such as global 
warming or poverty. 

“What is the next challenge? What is it 
that we want to achieve?” he said. “I think 
President Kennedy would want our lead- 
ers today to take on the biggest challenges 
and set those goals.”

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‘Finds’ headline too definitive 


I found a July 13 subject headline and 
story to be disquieting (“Report finds few 
officials knew extent of surveillance”). 
News stories, I believe, are supposed to 
report facts and leave opinions to the col- 
umns, editorials and letters. 

Before the last presidential election I 
made the effort to convince a left-leaning 
nephew of mine that Stars and Stripes is 
politically fair and balanced, at least, if not 
exactly neutral. He had been of the opin- 
ion that Stripes would favor the existing 
administration. 

Now I am not so sure. It seems pretty 
obvious to me that the involved inspectors 
general in the story have reached a conclu- 
sion they were expected to reach by the new 
administration and the Associated Press 
reporter did nothing to question it.

Presumably enough so 
that at least one would leak the informa- 
tion to, say, The New York Times, which is 
famously known for releasing information 
that would endanger the country or its citi- 
zens (unless, of course, such citizens were 
Times reporters).

ur immigration system has been bro- 

ken for too long, and the costs of that 

failure are growing. Getting immi- 
gration policy right is fundamental to our 
national interests — our economic vitality, 
our diplomacy and our national security. 

In the report of the bipartisan Council 
on Foreign Relations’ Independent Task 
Force on U.S. Immigration Policy released 
last week, we lay out what is at stake. Presi- 
dent Barack Obama has made it clear that 
reform is one of his top priorities, and that 
is an encouraging and welcome signal. 

Immigration has long been America’s 
secret weapon. The U.S. has attracted an 
inordinate share of talented and hardwork- 
ing immigrants, who are enticed here by 
the world’s best universities, the most in- 
novative companies, a vibrant labor mar- 
ket and a welcoming culture. Many leaders 
in allied nations were educated in the 
U.S., a diplomatic asset no other country 
can match. And the contributions of im- 
migrants — 40 percent of the science and 
engineering PhDs in the U.S. are foreign- 
born — have helped maintain the scientific 
and technological leadership that is the 
foundation of our national security. 

But the U.S. has been making life much 
tougher for many immigrants. Processing 
delays and arbitrary quota backlogs keep 
out many would-be immigrants, or leave 
them in an uncertain status for years. 
Background and other security checks are 
taking far too long in many cases. ... 
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Thanks for running the piece on [former 
CIA Director] Gen. [Michael] Hayden’s 
outrage in my next day’s edition along with 
other “gotcha” stories. Now let’s hear some 
of the horror stories about the innocent and 
loyal Americans who were harmed in some 
way by this intelligence gathering.

for immigration reform 


The persistent problem of illegal immi- 
gration has also soured many Americans 
on the benefits of an open system. The 
presence of nearly 12 million illegal immi- 
grants has diminished respect for the law, 
weakened labor rights, strained our rela- 
tions with other nations and unfairly bur- 
dened ... social services in many states. 

In a post-9/11 world in which the U.S. 
must be able to thwart terrorist plots by 
extremists attempting to come here from 
abroad, illegal migration also creates an 
unacceptable security risk. Illegal immi- 
gration reflects both the inadequacies in 
our enforcement regime and the failure to 
provide enough legal channels to meet ... 
the demands of the U.S. labor market. 

Congress and the Obama administra- 
tion should move ahead on three fronts: re- 
form the legal immigration system so that 
it responds more adroitly to labor market 
needs and enhances U.S. competitiveness; 
restore the integrity of immigration laws 
through more effective enforcement; and 
offer a fair and orderly way to allow many 
of those currently living here illegally to 
earn the right to remain legally. 

There are two objections to pushing 
ahead with such measures now. First, witha 
deep recession and unemployment nearing 
10 percent, encouraging more immigration 
seems to make little sense at the moment. 
That is why the U.S. needs a more flexible 
system that is responsive to changes in the 
economy. Family reunification remains a 
basic and valuable goal, but employment- 
based immigration and temporary-worker 
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programs should be allowed to fluctuate 
with economic cycles. ... 

Second, some argue that this formula re- 
peats the mistake of the 1986 reform law, 
which did nothing to stop illegal immigra- 
tion. But the circumstances now are very 
different. In 1990, the U.S. had fewer than 
3,000 Border Patrol agents. Today, there 
are almost 20,000. ... The Department of 
Homeland Security is also investing heav- 
ily in surveillance and other technologies 
to increase control over the borders. 

Electronic verification ... will soon allow 
for quick and accurate verification that an 
employee is authorized to work here. Our 
task force recommends that employers who 
use these systems faithfully be rewarded, 
while companies that persist in hiring ille- 
gal immigrants face tougher sanctions. ... 
This will substantially reduce the ability of 
illegal immigrants to find work in the U.S. 

In part because of such measures, ille- 
gal immigration to the U.S. has fallen to its 
lowest levels since the mid-1970s. When 
the economy recovers, those numbers are 
likely to rise. But Congress and the ad- 
ministration have an opportunity now to 
develop and put in place a strategy for the 
recovery by offering new legal paths for 
immigration and temporary work, along 
with tough enforcement of the law.

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How to help defuse the nee time bomb’

he rapidly rising cost of health care, 
President Barack Obama has said, is 


“a threat to our economy” and “a tick- 
ing time bomb for the federal budget.” So a 
critical test of the health reform proposals 
lumbering through Congress is whether 
they defuse that bomb. The answer, so far, 
is no. That was the message, more tactfully 
delivered, of a letter budget director Peter 
Orszag sent to the chairs of three House 
committees that released a “discussion 
draft” of legislation last month. 

Controlling cost is a different question 
from the also crucial matter of how to 
pay to cover millions of uninsured Ameri- 
cans. Most of those pay-fors — whether 
tax changes or spending cuts — would not 
change the upward trajectory of health 
costs. As Orszag put it, “Adopting a defi- 
cit-neutral health reform that expands 
coverage ... is not enough, because it would 
perpetuate a system in which best prac- 
tices are far from universal and costs are 
too high.” 

What would it take to fix that system? 
No one knows for certain, and any savings 
would take time to materialize, which is 
why the Congressional Budget Office ap- 
propriately declines to “score” the chang- 
es as cost-saving; in fact, some would cost 
money at first. But it would be crazy to 
squander this opportunity to bring costs 
under control. 

Two potential changes would require 
Congress to cede some control over Medi- 
care, which may explain why they are not 


part of the House measure. Draining the 
politics out of Medicare payment policies 
could help create a more rational system. 
And because of the program’s size, the way 
it pays for health care has implications for 
the whole system. 

Currently, doctors are paid for each of- 
fice visit and every test, encouraging quan- 
tity of care over quality. Paying them, and 
hospitals, to manage the overall health of 
a patient might encourage more coopera- 
tion, lower costs and improve outcomes. 
Rather than have Medicare recipients 
bouncing among various specialists, it also 
makes sense to have a primary care physi- 
cian, working with a team, responsible for 
overseeing treatment — and compensated 
in part based on whether that is accom- 
plished in a cost-effective way. The House 
takes baby steps in these directions, but it 
should give Medicare the flexibility to try 
them on a broader scale. 

As the Obama administration has sug- 
gested, it also would make sense to bol- 
ster the power of the Medicare Payment 
Advisory Commission (MedPAC). Every 
year, MedPAC submits recommendations 
to Congress to cut costs and improve care, 
and most of these — the most politically 
sensitive, anyway — are ignored. Turning 
MedPAC into something like a base-clo- 
sure commission, with recommendations 
subject to an up-or-down congressional 
vote, would be another step toward con- 
trolling costs. 

Fortuitously, the most sensible way to 
pay for expanded coverage — taxing em- 
ployer-provided health insurance — also 


sie 
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would help control costs. Taxing wages 
but not health insurance encourages more 
generous insurance benefits. Costs go up 
because there is more demand for ser- 
vices. It’s mind-boggling that lawmakers 
continue to resist tapping this ready source 
of financing — and doing good at the same 
time. 

Finally, changes in the current, irratio- 
nal system of medical malpractice litiga- 
tion might help lower costs. The evidence 
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that costs are driven up by doctors prac- 
ticing defensive medicine to protect them- 
selves from lawsuits is scant. But higher 
malpractice premiums are passed on to 
consumers. Steps to reduce the prevalence 
of medical errors and to lower the cost of 
adjudicating claims — perhaps by finding 
ways to screen out frivolous claims — could 
also help bend the current dangerous tra- 
jectory of health-care costs. 


Consumers don't need elitist financial protection

re consumers “protected” when 

they are denied the opportunity to 

buy products and services that are 
available to others? Is that what consumers 
want? Does it matter what they want? 

These are the questions raised by the 
Obama administration’s proposal for a 
Consumer Financial Protection Agency 
(CFPA). Traditionally, consumer protec- 
tion in the United States has focused on 
disclosure. It has always been assumed 
that with adequate disclosure all consum- 
ers — of whatever level of sophistication 
— could make rational decisions about the 
products and services they are offered. No 
more. If the administration’s plan is adopt- 
ed, many consumers will be told that they 
cannot have particular products or ser- 
vices because they are not sophisticated, 
educated or perhaps intelligent enough to 
understand what they have been offered. 

Conservatives have always argued that 
liberals are elitists who do not respect or- 
dinary Americans; this legislation seems 
to prove it. For example, the administra- 
tion’s plan would allow the ... elites to have 
access to whatever financial services they 
want but limit the range of products avail- 
able to ordinary Americans. 

This unprecedented result comes about 
because, under the proposal, every pro- 
vider of a financial service is required to 
offer a “standard” product or service — to 
be defined and approved by the proposed 
agency — that will be simple and entail 
“lower risks” for consumers. These stan- 
dard products are called “plain vanilla” 
in the white paper that the administration 
circulated in advance of the legislation. 

Thus, the obvious question: Once the 
CFPA has prescribed what is a lower- 
risk and simpler mortgage loan or other 
product, who will be able to buy the more 
complex products that are tailored to a 
consumer’s specific needs? Providers can 
offer such a product, but going beyond the 





standard plain-vanilla product is likely to 
entail substantial risks. The provider that 
sells a more complex product to a consum- 
er who is not ultimately deemed to be ca- 
pable of understanding the product’s risk 
or complexity could face an enforcement 
proceeding from the agency (fines, civil 
penalties and cease-and-desist orders are 
authorized in the draft legislation), an ac- 
tion by a state attorney general enforcing 
the agency’s regulations (specifically per- 
mitted in the legislation), and a civil suit by 
a consumer or a class of consumers who 
claim they did not understand the risks as- 
sociated with the nonplain-vanilla product 
or service. 

Apparently, adequate disclosure will 
not be the answer to the provider’s di- 
lemma. As outlined in the white paper, no 
amount of disclosure can adequately pro- 
tect consumers against complexity: “Even 
if disclosures are fully tested and all com- 
munications are properly balanced, prod- 
uct complexity itself can lead consumers to 
make costly errors.” 

How would a provider be expected to 


determine whether a product that involves 
more risk or complexity than the plain- 
vanilla version is suitable for a consumer? 
The white paper offers this: “The CFPA 
should be authorized to use a variety of 
measures to help ensure [non-plain vanilla] 
mortgages were obtained only by consum- 
ers who understood the risks and could 
manage them. For example, the CFPA 
could impose a strong warning label on 
all [complex] products; require providers 
to have applicants fill out financial experi- 
ence questionnaires; or require providers 
to obtain the applicant’s written ‘opt-in’ to 
such products.” 

Of course, if the issue is whether the 
consumer understood the risks of the more 
complex product, strong warning labels 
or written “opt-ins” simply raise the same 
question and will not be a defense for the 
provider. And one can only imagine the hu- 
miliation of the consumer who must fill out 
a questionnaire to establish his capacity to 
purchase anything more than the plain-va- 
nilla product. 

So who will be able to get those more 


complex products and services? Not ordi- 
nary Americans, whose lack of financial 
sophistication will make the risks of sell- 
ing to them too great for most providers. 
The more complex products, the ones that 
are better tailored to the needs of the par- 
ticular consumer, will be offered only to 
the more sophisticated and better educated 
— in other words, to the elites. In this way, 
and for the first time in our history, the 
government will force a major sector of the 
U.S. economy to deny products and servic- 
es to a large proportion of the population 
— not because the products or services are 
inherently dangerous, like drugs or explo- 
sives, but because in the view of the Obama 
administration no amount of disclosure 
can make some Americans capable of un- 
derstanding what they are buying.

Poor leave California

C SACRAMENTO — The 

poor are more likely to 
leave California than the rich, 
despite concerns that the state’s 
relatively high income tax rate is 
driving away the wealthy, a new 
study shows. 

The report released by the Pub- 
lic Policy Institute of California 
determined the poorest 20 percent 
of California residents are twice as 
likely to leave the state as the rich- 
est 20 percent. 

Factors such as cheaper rent 
and home prices outside the Gold- 
en State seem to edge out income 
taxes when people of all incomes 
decide whether to stay or go, said 
institute researcher Jed Kolko, 
who authored the report.

ROTC cadet dies during 
training at Fort Lewis 


W, FORT LEWIS — An 

ROTC cadet has died in 
a night ground navigation exercise 
at Fort Lewis in Washington. 

The Army said Daniel N. Miller, 
19, was reported missing at night 
and searchers found his body the 
next morning. 

Fort Lewis and U.S. Army Cadet 
Command are investigating, and 
haven’t said how he died. 

Miller was a student at New 
York’s Houghton College and a 
member of the ROTC unit at St. 
Bonaventure University in St. Bo- 
naventure, N.Y. 

Fort Lewis said in a statement 
that Miller was at the Leader 


and plowed into a rock ledge on 
a highway in the Adirondacks in 
northeastern New York, killing a 
woman pinned underneath and 
hurting nine others, authorities 
said. 

Police were investigating what 
caused the wreck on the Adiron- 
dack Northway in the town of Lake 
George, about 60 miles north of 
Albany. 

The bus tipped onto its side, slid 
and veered into the rock a quar- 
ter-mile south of the highway’s 
Exit 21, Queensbury Fire Chief 
Joseph DuPrey told the Glens 
Falls Post-Star. 

The impact tore down at least 
50 yards of guiderails and left the 
highway strewn with food wrap- 
pers and other items, including 
fliers about services for prison- 
ers’ families, according to the 
Post-Star. 

The newspaper reported offi- 
cials said the bus was taking peo- 
ple to visit a northern New York 
prison.

Dear Mom: It isn’t 
enough to tell young 
men and women to wait 
until they are older to 
have sex. In addition to 
that message they need 
to know how to protect 
themselves against an 
unplanned pregnancy, 
about the risk of con- 
tracting a_ sexually 
transmitted disease (STD) and 
how to prevent it if they do be- 
come sexually active, and how to 
recognize the symptoms if they 
do get one so it can be promptly 
treated. 
The rate of STDs in teens today 
is very high. It is estimated that 
one in four young women in the

U.S. ages 14 to 19 is infected with 
at least one common STD includ- 
ing herpes, HPV, chlamydia and 
trich (trichomoniasis). 

Most STDs often have no symp- 
toms — until there are more seri- 
ous complications. Left untreated, 
some can make it difficult to con- 
ceive in adulthood. 

Teens who are sexually active 
should have an STD checkup at 
least once a year. And any teen 
who thinks she — or he — might 
have an STD or learns that a sex 
partner has one should go and get 
tested right away. 

You asked me how to protect 
your daughter now that her boy- 
friend is threatening to say this is 
all her fault. Much as you might 
wish to, you can’t muzzle the 
young man. You can have a chat 
with his parents and let them im- 
press upon their son how unwise 
that kind of slander would be for 
both of them. And that’s what I’m 
advising you to do.

U.S. Women’s Open 
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Stricker gets boost for British

SILVIS, Ill. — Steve Stricker remembers the 
strong start to his career in the 1990s and the deep 
bunker he hit after that, so he can’t quite pinpoint 
his standing in the game. 

He just knows it’s good. 

“T had a lot of good things happen to me the last 
four years,” Stricker said. 

The latest is this. 

Stricker followed the lowest round of his career 
with 36 solid holes Sunday to win the John Deere 
Classic by three strokes. 

Stricker, who tied the course record Saturday, 
fired a 7-under 64 in the fourth round after starting 
the day with a third-round 68 to finish at 264 for the 
tournament. That was good enough to give him his 
second PGA Tour victory this year and sixth in all, 
not to mention a heavy dose of momentum heading 
into the British Open to go with the $774,000 check. 

“T do think about where I was five years ago a lot,” 


said Stricker, now second behind Tiger Woods in the 
FedEx Cup standings. “You know, I take nothing for 
granted anymore in this game.” 

He’ll take this, though. 

Local favorite Zach Johnson (64, 66), Brandt Sne- 
deker (68, 65) and Brett Quigley (62, 67) all tied for 
second at 17 under. Quigley also qualified for the 
British Open, but he won’t be making the trip to 
Turnberry. 

Instead, he’s going to Milwaukee and will also at- 
tend a memorial in Indiana for golfer Chris Smith’s 
wife, Beth, who was killed last month in an auto 
crash that critically injured their two children. 

Stricker’s biggest challenge, though, came from 
Tim Petrovic, who was in his group and was two 
strokes off the lead heading into the 36th and final 
hole of the day. But he hit the pond on No. 18 and dou- 
ble-bogeyed, leaving him at 16 under along with Matt 
Jones (63, 69) and J.J. Henry (66, 68). Second-round 
leader Darron Stiles (70, 71) finished at 14 under. 


Ji holds off rally 


with birdie putt

BETHLEHEM, Pa. — South 
Korea’s Eun Hee Ji made the 
U.S. Women’s Open memorable 
for more than a lingering LPGA 
Tour hierarchy dispute. 

Former champion Cristie Kerr 
failed to hold the lead, and Ji 
punctuated a frantic final round 
Sunday by rolling in a lengthy 
birdie putt on the 72nd hole to win 
the Women’s Open. 

“T didn’t even dream about win- 
ning this tournament, but, well, I 
did it, and I think this is going to 
be one of the most memorable mo- 
ments in my life,” Ji said through 
an interpreter. 

The unlikely birdie and im- 
probable victory by Ji provided a 
respite from the dispute between 
LPGA Tour commissioner Caro- 
lyn Bivens and more than a dozen 
top tour players who signed a let- 
ter calling for her resignation. 

By late Sunday afternoon, the 
focus was on golf and the final 
pairing playing the 72nd hole 
of the championship — and Ji 
seized the moment, capping an 
even-par 71 with a near 20-footer 
for birdie to claim the national 
championship. 

Her putt spoiled a strong two- 
round rally by Candie Kung. 
Kung vaulted from 37th to a tie 
for fifth in the third round and 
was tied with Ji at 1-over before 
the winning putt. 

Jirecovered from two bogeys in 
her first four holes and a double- 
bogey at the 10th, making three 
birdies over the final six holes to 
finish even with a 284 at Saucon 
Valley Country Club.

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No surprise: Heat want Wade to stay

MIAMI — When Dwyane 
Wade checked his cell phone 
shortly after midnight Sunday, he 
got perhaps the most predictable 
text message of his life. 

After all, it hardly classifies as 
stunning news that the Miami 
Heat want to keep him. 

Wade said Heat president Pat 
Riley texted those sentiments 
very early Sunday, in what 
amounts to a largely ceremonial 
move. The Heat had to wait until 
12:01 a.m. on July 12 before they 
could formally offer an exten- 
sion to the reigning NBA scoring 
champion, and Wade said Riley 
didn’t wait too long before press- 
ing the send button. 

“It’s no rush,” Wade said. “We 
all know that.” 

Wade didn’t reveal specifics of 
what the text message said, other 
than confirming the obvious, that 
Riley was reaffirming Miami’s 
hope that the 2006 NBA Finals 
MVP sticks around for many 
years to come. 

“Something like that,’ Wade 
said, moments before he and 
Alonzo Mourning capped the 
five-day Zo’s Summer Groove 
fundraising series with a charity 
game featuring other NBA stand- 
outs like Caron Butler, Chris 
Paul, Carmelo Anthony and 
Wade’s Miami teammates Udonis 
Haslem, Michael Beasley, Dae- 
quan Cook, Mario Chalmers and 
Dorell Wright. 

Wade’s agent, Henry Thomas, 
and Riley both confirmed that the 
Heat formally extended an offer. 
Both declined further comment. 

Wade, who can become a free 
agent after this coming season, 
essentially has two options: Ac- 
cept an extension that would keep 
him under contract in Miami 
through the summer of 2014, or 
opt out of his deal next year and 
seek a contract through 2015-16, 
one that would likely be worth up 
to $45 million more.

Tensions rise as 
American eager 
to pass Contador

TARBES, France — Lance Armstrong 
carried on playing mind games with his 
younger rival and teammate Alberto Con- 
tador on Sunday, hinting that he might be 
the strongest rider this year on the Tour 
and admitting for the first time that some 
tension exists on the Astana team. 

With the race’s toughest tests still to 
come, the 37-year old Texan has decid- 
ed to put the pressure on the Spaniard’s 
shoulders and to show he is still in control 
despite trailing Contador by a fistful of 
seconds overall. 

After Sunday’s ninth stage out of the 
Pyrenees mountains, the Texan is third 
— a solid result for a man coming back 
to competition after nearly four years 
in retirement. But the seven-time Tour 
champion wants more and has settled an 
appointment with second-placed Contador 
in the Alps. 

“There’s not going to be a lot of change 
until Verbier,” Armstrong said, referring 
to stage 15, a grueling 128.9-mile trek be- 
tween Pontarlier and Verbier, Switzerland. 
“We'll have more moments there when 
we’ll see who’s truly the strongest.” 

Despite losing 21 seconds to Contador in 
the first hilltop finish Friday in the Andor- 
ran ski resort of Arcalis, Armstrong seems 
convinced he can beat his Astana teammate 
in his quest for an eighth Tour de France 
triumph. Armstrong, who has meticulous- 
ly previewed all the Alpine stages, even

stated that he decided to let Contador go to 
favor his team interests when the Spaniard 
made his dazzling move in Arcalis. 

“T wouldn’t say that I could have easily 
followed, because it was an impressive at- 
tack,” Armstrong said. “I probably could 
have gone, but I didn’t see it coming and it 
wouldn’t be correct for me to go across. So, 
I waited for the other guys. 

“T expected them to be able to pull it 
back and they didn’t, but that’s life, that’s 
cycling, and I had to do the right thing.” 

According to Armstrong and Astana 
manager Johan Bruyneel, a close friend 


of Armstrong, Contador went against the 
team’s strategy when he attacked. 

“The honest truth is that there is a lit- 
tle tension,’ Armstrong said Sunday on 
France-2 television, in the most explicit 
comments yet that their teamwork may be 
taking a back seat to their individual ambi- 
tions. “Contador is strong, and he is very 
ambitious.” 

Contador, 26, has won all three Grand 
Tours of France, Italy and Spain — a feat 
accomplished by only five riders. Until 
now, the Spaniard has been careful not to 
speak too much about his ambitions, pre- 
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Armstrong putting pressure on teammate 


ferring to answer on the saddle. 

“We knew that the Pyrenees were going 
to be the softest mountains on this Tour,” 
he said. “Now I want to rest tomorrow and 
to stay calm during the first five days of 
next week before thinking about the next 
hilltop finish in Verbier.” 

With the Alps, a final individual time 
trial and the dreaded Mont Ventoux in 
the penultimate stage, the last week of the 
Tour will be crucial. Armstrong hopes to 
find his top form by then. 

“That’s my plan. I hope so. We'll see. 
There’s no guarantees — I hope so,” he 
said. 

Before Monday’s rest day in Limoges, 
Armstrong is third overall, eight seconds 
behind leader Rinaldo Nocentini, who is 
not seen as an overall threat. Contador, the 
2007 champion, is six seconds back while 
other pre-race contenders are lagging well 
behind. Christian Vande Velde of the U.S. 
is eighth, 1:24 behind; Andy Schleck of 
Luxembourg is 1:49 back in ninth; defend- 
ing Tour champion Carlos Sastre of Spain 
is 2:52 back in 16th; and Cadel Evans of 
Australia is 3:07 back in 18th place. 

“Honestly, if I was Cadel Evans, or Andy 
Schleck, or Carlos Sastre, I would be wait- 
ing,” Armstrong said. “I would wait for my 
moment in the Alps, on Ventoux, whatever, 
and I would stick it in as hard as I could. I 
would just pull the knife out and go.” 

While Contador has been linked to amove 
to the Caisse d’Epargne team next season 
and is likely to leave Astana, Armstrong 
confirmed he could extend his comeback 
by one more year. Asked by a French TV 
interviewer if this would be his last year in 
the race, Armstrong said: “Probably not. 
Probably not. Maybe one more Tour.” 

The seven-time champion, who is rid- 
ing for the Astana team without salary this 
year, has previously hinted that he may 
launch his own team next season. 


Police accuse wile in boxer Gattis strangulation

RIO DE JANEIRO — Police 
investigating the death of former 
boxing champion Arturo Gatti 
are working on the assumption 
his wife strangled him with her 
purse strap while he drunkenly 
slept. The woman’s lawyer, how- 
ever, insists she is innocent and 
was too “fragile” to kill a boxer. 

Lead investigator Moises Teix- 
eira told The Associated Press 
on Monday that nothing is being 
ruled out but that he is certain the 
woman acted by herself. 

“Tt was technically impossible 
for a third person to have been 
in the flat,’ where Gatti, 37, was 
found dead early Saturday, Teix- 
eira said. “The investigation isn’t 
finished, but we continue to think 
she did this alone.” 

Gatti’s Brazilian wife, Amanda 
Rodrigues, 23, told investigators 
she awoke Saturday about 6 a.m. 
to find her husband’s body in the 
apartment they rented in Porto 
de Galinhas, a seaside resort in 
northeastern Pernambuco state. 

Rodrigues told police she had a 
fight with Gatti after dinner Fri- 
day night and he pushed her to 


the ground, resulting in minor in- 
juries to her elbow and chin. Wit- 
nesses also reported to police the 
couple fought and that Gatti was 
drunk. 

Rodrigues told police the for- 
mer super featherweight and 
junior welterweight champion 
then got into a cab with their 
son and returned to their rented 
apartment, leaving her alone 
downtown. 

Teixeira said witnesses told po- 
lice Gatti left his son to sleep in 
the apartment, then returned to 
the city center to find his wife. She 
arrived at the apartment before 
he did and waited for him. They 
then went upstairs together. 

Rodrigues told police she slept 
on the second floor of the apart- 
ment with her son, while Gatti 
slept on the first floor. She told 
police she awoke at 6 a.m. to feed 
her son and discovered her hus- 
band’s body. Police say he most 
likely had been killed at least four 
hours before that. 

Teixeira said police do not 
think anyone else entered the 
apartment and killed Gatti. He 
said there were no signs of forced 
entry, and electronic locks indi- 
cated nobody else had entered 


the room aside from Rodrigues 
and Gatti. 

The investigator said Ro- 
drigues told them she thought her 
husband had committed suicide 
or that someone had entered the 
apartment and killed him. Teix- 
eira ruled out both scenarios. 

Rodrigues’ sister, Flavia, told 
the newspaper Folha de S. Paulo 
there is “no way she could have 
strangled a man of that size.” 

Rodrigues’ attorney, Celio 
Avelino, told the AP he agreed 
with Flavia’s conclusion and he 
would request Amanda be freed 
from jail Tuesday pending the 
conclusion of the investigation. 

“She is fragile, young and skin- 
ny. How could she kill a boxing 
champion?” Avelino said. “When 
she awoke, she presumed he had 
committed suicide. But she had 
nothing to do with it.” 

Flavia Rodrigues said her sis- 
ter told her she thought Gatti had 
committed suicide, although she 
said she knew of no reason the 
boxer would kill himself or why 
the pair had fought. 

The sister told Recife’s TV Jor- 
nal news station that “Amanda 
told us she didn’t kill Arturo, and 
we believe her.” 


The pair married in 2007 and, 
according to Rodrigues, had a 
rocky relationship. 

According to Brazilian law, po- 
lice accuse a person of a crime 
but it is up to the prosecutor to 
formally file a charge. Teixeira 
said police have until July 22 to 
deliver their findings to the pros- 
ecutor’s office, but he hoped the 
investigation would be completed 
before then. 

Rodrigues was accused of the 
crime Sunday and taken into 
custody. She was transferred to 
a woman’s prison in the state 
capital Recife. She maintains her 
innocence. 

Gatti, Rodrigues and their 10- 
month-old son arrived in Bra- 
zil on Friday for what they told 
a local real estate agent was a 
second honeymoon. The baby, 
who was unhurt, is now with Ro- 
drigues’ family in Brazil. 

Gatti, a Canadian, fought an 
epic trilogy with Micky Ward that 
branded him one of the most ex- 
citing fighters of his generation.

He will get the ball 
Tuesday night at Busch Stadium, 
NL manager Charlie Manuel 
announced. 

Lincecum made the All-Star 
team for last season’s game at 
Yankee Stadium but was unable 
to pitch because he was ill. 

“This is a great accomplish- 
ment for me,” Lincecum said, 
his long, shaggy hair protrud- 
ing from under a black knit cap. 
“T think tomorrow the big thing 
is going to be just getting to the 
field. And after that, just getting 
on the field.” 

Halladay, 10-3 with a 2.85 
ERA for the Toronto Blue Jays, 
was chosen by AL manager Joe 
Maddon. 

Thisis Halladay’s sixth All-Star 
appearance, but his first chance 
to start — and it could be his final 
trip in a Toronto uniform. 

Blue Jays general manager J.P. 
Ricciardi said last week he’I] lis- 
ten to trade offers for the 2003 AL 
Cy Young Award winner, who is 
signed through 2010 and would 
have to agree to a deal. 

During a news conference 
Monday, broadcaster Bob Cos- 
tas called Halladay a member 
of the Blue Jays “at least for the 
moment,” which drew a round of 
uneasy chuckles.

Wakefield’s Red Sox and AII- 
Star teammate Josh Beckett tied 
him with his 11th victory Sunday 
as Boston beat the Kansas City 
Royals 6-0. 

Wakefield also climbed on the 
Red Sox career lists. He leads the 
club with 394 starts, two more 
than Roger Clemens. His 175 
victories are second to Clemens’ 
and Cy Young’s 192. He’s second 
with 1,858 strikeouts to Clemens’ 
2,590. 

He’s also first in losses (143) 
and walks (999). 

All those numbers come with 
longevity and he wants to stay 
with the Red Sox as long as they 
want him. 

After going 16-12 with a 4.15 


ERA in 2005, Wakefield shunned 
free agency for a $4 million, one- 
year contract that gave the Red 
Sox the right to renew it annually 
at the same amount. They’ve done 
that four times already. 

“He’s meant so much not only 
to the Red Sox but to the rest of 
baseball,” manager Terry Fran- 
cona said. “He’s going to be intro- 
duced in St. Louis next week and 
he’s going to be one of the prouder 
suys.” 

Wakefield began his major 
league career as if he would be a 
fixture in All-Star Games. 

Called up from the minors by 
the Pirates on July 31, 1992, he 
went 8-1 with a 2.15 ERA in the 
regular season. Then he pitched 
two complete-game victories 
against Atlanta in the NL champi- 


onship series. His Game 6 victory 
tied the series. John Smoltz, who 
pitched Game 7 for the Braves, 
was concerned. 

“I was afraid he might pitch 
Game 7. That’s how good he was 
against us,” said Smoltz, now part 
of the same rotation as Wake- 
field. “I knew he could go (in that 
game). At least that was the fear 
some of us had because we had 
really no chance against him.” 

Wakefield didn’t, and Atlanta 
won 3-2 with three runs in the 
ninth inning. 

Wakefield won Pittsburgh’s 
1993 season opener, then strug- 
gled and was sent down. In 1994, 
he was out of the majors, and led 
the American Association in loss- 
es with a 5-15 record for Buffalo. 

Then, like the unpredictability 


of his knuckler, Wakefield resur- 
faced with the Red Sox. They 
signed him to a minor league free 
agent contract on April 27, 1995, 
and he started at Triple-A Paw- 
tucket. A month later, he was in 
the majors. 

He finished that season at 16-8 
with a 2.95 ERA that earned him 
third place in the AL Cy Young 
balloting. 

There have been plenty of dis- 
appointments since then. 

Wakefield was left off Boston’s 
1999 ALCS roster, against his 
wishes. He gave up Aaron Boone’s 
2003 ALCS-clinching homer in 
the 11th inning of Game 7 against 
the New York Yankees. And he 
missed the 2007 World Series 
with a shoulder injury after going 
17-12. Boston won anyway. 


Last season, he was 10-11 with 
a 4.13 ERA but had shoulder 
problems toward the end. 

“T really spent a long time this 
winter making sure I was going to 
stay healthy,” Wakefield said. 

He hasn’t missed a start this 
year and will be rested on Tues- 
day for his first appearance with 
the best players in the game. He’ll 
be bringing along the knuckler 
that left Cabrera baffled. 

“The guy well deserved it for 
many years,” Cabrera said, “and, 
finally, he got to be an All-Star.”

Acta takes the fall for Nationals’ slide

WASHINGTON — So much for 
the plan to have Manny Acta’s pa- 
tient optimism lead the Washing- 
ton Nationals out of the doldrums. 
The abysmal won-loss record be- 
came too much to stomach, cost- 
ing him his job at the All-Star 
break and adding another layer 
of instability to the worst team in 
baseball. 

Acta was fired after the team 
reached the unofficial halfway 
mark of the season with a 26-61 
record, on pace to clear the 100- 
loss mark for the second consecu- 
tive year. Acting general manager 
Mike Rizzo, himself an interim 
placeholder, announced Acta’s 
firing on Monday morning. 

“We feel that the team has un- 
derachieved,” Rizzo said. “We 
feel we have a better ballclub 
than we’ve shown on the field. 
.. We feel with a different voice 
and possibly a different feel in 
the clubhouse that we can have 
a more successful second half of 
the season.” 


Acta was informed Sunday 


night after the team returned 
home following a 5-0 loss at Hous- 
ton, Washington’s seventh in 10 
games. Bench coach Jim Riggle- 
man, who has a 522-652 record 
over nine seasons managing the 
San Diego Padres, Chicago Cubs 
and Seattle Mariners, was se- 
lected as the interim replacement 
— which means the Nationals 
now have both a GM and a man- 
ager with a temporary label next 
to their names. 

“T’m very uncomfortable with 
that,” team president Stan Kas- 
ten said. “I’ve strived my whole 
career valuing stability and con- 
sistency, and I want to get to that 
here. We’re not there yet. I think 
we’re working toward that. Some- 
times you encounter these unfor- 
tunate, unforeseen bumps in the 
road.” 

Acta is the third manager to be 
fired this season, following Colo- 
rado’s Clint Hurdle and Arizona’s 
Bob Melvin. 

“It was a great learning expe- 
rience. I have no regrets,” Acta 
said in a statement released by 
the team. “As I move forward, I 
wish the Nationals all the best. I 


was very fortunate to work with 
and meet a lot of wonderful peo- 
ple while here.” 

Acta was 158-252 over 21 sea- 
sons in his first managerial job. 
The team’s winning percentage 
dropped progressively from Year 
1 until now, although his record 
had much to do with the talent, or 
lack thereof, assembled for him 
by the front office. The Nationals 
opened the season with an unre- 
liable bullpen and a lineup with 
numerous defensive liabilities. 
For a while, the starting pitching 
rotation consisted of four rookies 
and one second-year player. 

Not surprisingly, the Nationals’ 
5.21 ERA is by far the worst in 
the National League, and their 82 
errors are the most in baseball. 
The team’s only All-Star, third 
baseman Ryan Zimmerman, al- 
ready has made 12 errors, and the 
strain of endless losing began to 
show among many players in the 
form of fundamental mistakes in 
the field and at the plate. 

Acta always remained upbeat, 
preaching patience and empha- 
sizing the importance of keeping 
an even keel — so much so that 


some wondered whether he need- 
ed to show more fire and perhaps 
be more critical publicly when 
his players made mistakes. Rizzo 
said Acta’s style made it more dif- 
ficult for the team to recover after 
losing its first seven games. 

“The response was from a slow 
start out of the gates, and then 
getting into a hole that they felt 
they couldn’t get out of, I think 
that was a big part of it,’ Rizzo 
said. “And sometimes the even- 
keel-ness plays into that by not 
being a little more vocal, a little 
bit more hard-edged.” 

By contrast, Rizzo also called 
Riggleman “a tough disciplinar- 
ian” who is “going to show the 
young players that this is a dif- 
ficult game to play.” Rizzo said 
Riggleman, who will not hold 
his first news conference until 
Wednesday, “will be a candidate 
to be the long-term answer” as 
manager. 

When Acta was hired in Novem- 
ber 2006, he was 37, and no man- 
ager in the majors was younger. 
In his first season, Washington 
finished 73-89, fourth in the NL 
East but a two-victory improve-

ANAHEIM, Calif. — Derek 
Jeter sees no reason to be 
alarmed. 

The New York Yankees haven’t 
fared well against two first-place 
teams in the American League. 
They are 0-8 against the archri- 
val Boston Red Sox, and are now 
2-4 against the Los Angeles An- 
gels after being swept in three 
games in Southern California. 

John Lackey pitched seven in- 
nings and the Angels knocked 
around CC Sabathia to complete 
a sweep of New York with a 5-4 
victory on Sunday. 

“You can’t change it now. You 
have to make adjustments,” Jeter 
said. “What happened against 
Boston is a long time ago. Here 
they beat us three games, but we 
battled.” 

So is it a setback? 

“T don’t think it is. It’s over 
now,” Jeter said. 

Lackey (4-4) quickly worked 
through the Yankees lineup, al- 
lowing two runs on six hits. The 
Angels’ ace struck out six in one 
of his most efficient starts of the 
season. 

“He was spotting up very well 
today,” said Yankees first base- 
man Mark Teixeira, Lackey’s for- 
mer teammate with the Angels. 
“He made pitches when he need- 
ed to. John’s been one of the best 
pitchers in baseball over the last 
six or seven years and he showed 
that today.” 

Sabathia (8-6) gave up five runs 
and struck out six in 67/3 innings 
against the Angels, who have 
won eight of the past nine games 
against the Yankees in Anaheim. 

Brian Fuentes struck out Alex 
Rodriguez for the final out to earn 
his 26th save in 29 chances. 

Sabathia, who was 5-1 with 
a 2.33 ERA away from Yankee 
Stadium, was solid through three 
innings. He got help from Rodri- 
guez and Robinson Cano on dou-

It was 
a tough play, and he made an 
outstanding pick,” Lackey said. 
“Then Kendry on the other end 
made another nice pick.

Darren Oliver fielded pinch- 
hitter Nick Swisher’s line drive 
cleanly and turned it into a double 
play by getting Melky Cabrera 
out at first to end the eighth. 

“Tt got there in a hurry. With a 
ball hit that hard, you’re just re- 
acting,” Oliver said.

Hawpe comes through like All-Star for Rockies

DENVER — Brad Hawpe pre- 
pared for his first All-Star game 
by sending the Colorado Rockies 
into the break on a positive note. 

Hawpe hit a game-ending RBI 
double to give the Rockies an 8-7 
victory over the Atlanta Braves 
on Sunday and a split of a four- 
game series. 

“What a way for Brad Hawpe to 
leave here and head for St. Louis,” 
Rockies manager Jim Tracy said. 
“That’s a very nice send-off for a 
class human being.” 

Seth Smith started things with 
a one-out single off Luis Valdez 
(0-1), who was making his major 
league debut. After Garrett At- 
kins flied out, Hawpe lined a 
pitch into the gap in right-center 
to score Smith from first. 


“He threw me a couple of fast- 
balls early on and in the back of 
my mind I wanted to be ready for 
an off-speed pitch,” said Hawpe, 
who leads the Rockies in hitting 
(.320) and RBIs (59). 

Hawpe, Smith and Troy Tu- 
lowitzki homered for Colorado, 
and Huston Street (3-1) worked a 
perfect ninth. 

Brooks Conrad hit a two-run 
homer and finished with three 
hits for Atlanta, which led 7-3 
after six innings. 

“Nice to be able to have a game 
like I did, but bitter losing the 
game,” Conrad said. “These are 
the hardest ones to take.” 

Colorado pushed across three 
runs in the seventh and tied it in 
the eighth. Dexter Fowler scored 
on left fielder Garret Anderson’s 
error before Smith’s two-run 


homer cut it to 7-6. Pinch-hitter 
Ryan Spilborghs doubled in the 
tying run. 

“What really hurt us was walk- 
ing Fowler with one out in the 
seventh with a four-run lead,” 
Braves manager Bobby Cox said. 
“That led to everything. We had 
played a great game until then, 
and it got away from us.” 

Jason Hammel gave up five 
runs and nine hits over three 
innings for Colorado. It was his 
shortest outing since he went 
three innings against San Diego 
on April 27.

Hawpe hit his 14th homer in the 


second, Atkins singled in a run in 
the third and Tulowitzki’s leadoff 
homer in the fourth cut it to 5-3. 
“To come back and win a ball- 
game like that, it was a fun game 
for us,” Hawpe said. 
Diamondbacks 8, Marlins 1: 
All-Star Josh Johnson pitched 
into the seventh inning and Cody 
Ross drove in three runs with two 
doubles for visiting Florida. 
Jeremy Hermida hit a two-run 
homer and NL batting leader 
Hanley Ramirez singled three 
times as the Marlins entered the 
All-Star break two games above 
.900 and four back of NL East- 
leading Philadelphia. Despite 
the loss, the Diamondbacks won 
seven of nine going into the break 
and were 5-2 on the homestand. 
Johnson (8-2) allowed a run on 
seven hits — all singles — in 62/3 


innings, striking out seven and 
walking two in his first victory in 
four starts. 

Arizona left-hander Doug Davis 
(4-9), a leading candidate to be 
traded before the July 31 dead- 
line, matched his briefest outing 
of the season at four innings, giv- 
ing up five runs.

BOSTON 
rlando Cabrera watched Tim Wakefield’s knuckleball 
weave through the air. 

It fluttered slowly to the left, then right, then left again 
—allon the same pitch. Cabrera held only a baseball bat when 

he could have used a butterfly net. 
“T look at him and just smile,” the Oakland Athletics shortstop and Wakefield’s team- 
mate on the Boston Red Sox’s 2004 championship team said after that frustrating at-bat last 
week. “I’m like, ‘I can’t hit that. Keep throwing it. I can’t hit that.’” 
So many hitters have the same problem that, finally, in Wakefield’s 17th major league season 
and 15th with the Red Sox, the pitcher with the calm demeanor and quirky pitch is headed for his 
first All-Star Game on Tuesday night in St. Louis. 
“You go and play professional baseball and you always want to make an All-Star team,” Wakefield, 
42, said. “I’m very excited about it.” 

Current and former teammates and managers are delighted. 

They praised Wakefield’s unselfishness and steadying influence in the clubhouse and on the mound 
— where he’s willing to throw as long as necessary to rest an overworked bullpen. He even pitched in 
relief between starts in 2003 and 2004. 

“T’m thrilled for him. He’s been one of the great ambassadors for the game,” said Detroit Tigers man- 
ager Jim Leyland, Wakefield’s skipper during his brilliant rookie season with the Pittsburgh Pirates in 

1992. “He had a knuckleball, and he’s still throwing it.” 
Johnny Damon, a former teammate and now an opponent with the New York Yankees: “When it’s on 
it’s almost impossible to hit. ... He’s been able to call himself a two-time champion. But an All-Star is 
something as a player you always want people to notice.” 
Joe Kerrigan, Wakefield’s former pitching coach and manager, and the current pitching coach for 
Pittsburgh: “I think it was long overdue. ... He has really defined the art of the knuckleball.” 
Very few pitchers throw it, either in the majors or minors. 
The Minnesota Twins’ R.A. Dickey is one of them and feels Wakefield’s All-Star status 
helps knuckleballers by bringing “some legitimacy to what we do.” 
“It’s more than just a circus pitch. It’s a pitch that can really have good results if 
thrown correctly and he’s done it for a long time,” Dickey said. “Who is to say he 
can’t throw for three or four more years just as successful? The pitch allows 
you to do that.” 
On Wednesday, Wakefield became the AL’s winningest pitcher 
so far this season, improving to 11-3 with a 4.31 ERA aftera 
5-4 victory in which Cabrera struck out twice.
